Whereas, the "R" Project has received numerous awards, including the Governor's Pollution
Prevention Award, Environmental Protection Agency Region VII Environmental Project of the Year award, and
the President's Environmental Award, which students from Reeds Spring High School traveled to Washington,
D.C. to accept from President George W. Bush; and

Whereas, it is entirely fitting and proper that this legislative body should pay tribute to Mike
Collins and each student affiliated with the Reeds Spring R-IV School District's "R" Project, a remarkable group
of individuals whose generosity and kindness of spirit are evident in all they do for the Branson community and
their fellow man; and

Whereas, young citizens such as those involved in the Reeds Spring "R" Project continue to
demonstrate a deep concern for the environment by committing themselves to special endeavors which are
designed to preserve and protect this world for the benefit and enjoyment of future generations:

Now, therefore, be it resolved that we, the members of the Missouri House of
Representatives, Ninety-second General Assembly, unanimously join in extending our most hearty
congratulations and best wishes to the Reeds Spring R-IV School District upon its most worthy receipt of the
